* is 300 miles. Not too impressive compared to reports in the journal, but. 
it's made me very pleased. Received verifications from 21 so far. I don't, 
imagine I'll be able to get all continents on TV (I did it on BCB 10 years 
ago), but iny goal for now.is simply to get a couple hundred veries. I'll 
work on quality later." 

A few words now from Pierre Daigle (1017 du Long-Sault, Ste. Foy, PQ 
G1W 328): "This summer (1978) was the worst period of: DXing I ever 
encountered, with practically no Es, very weak tropos, and too much static. 
Here in Quebec City long distance propagation is reduced to nothing at all 
from mid-September to early April. The only exception was six years ago, 
an excellent Es opening occurred at the end of November (I do not remember 
the date). At approximately 3 o'clock in the afternoon I turned on my 
receiver to seek for a new station, CKRL-FM 98.1 MHz. The pilot light 
glowed, but the pointer was in the 103 MHz region. It was a North Carolina 
station, I tripped the pointer across the dial and dozens of stations 
crowded over the entire FM band. Unbelievable!! This was my first Es 
opening and simultaneously, my thunderbolt with long distance FM DXing.” 3

Member Al Ellis (19 McClure Ave., Brantford, ON N3R 4L7) has had some 
good DX thie winter: "Was fortunate enough to be able to tape O.R., the 
BBC "One" program on 40,500 MHz on the 23rd of October and have a QSL card 
from them to prove it as well as the tape. This as you may know is method 
sending for QSLs is a bit of a bore and unless I can tape the station I am 
not sure I can say truthfully that I heard them. T have seen some of the 
weak claims mailed by SWLers and the possibility of their actually hearing 
the station is nebulous, So I tape and if the station is real DX they may 
get a sample copy and as a rule are very enthusiastic to its receipt. I 
gather from the letter and the card a number did hear the BBC Channel One, 
as the letter was a discourse on what Es could do. It lasted for two hours 
and consisted of all things kids programs most of U.S. make...one with a 
Brooklynese accent of all things. Now ain't that somethin'." Many thanks to 
Al for his kindness in repaying the club for resending a recent VUD.

Ever seen New Zealand TV? Greg Agnew (35 Tidal Road, Mangere East, 
Auckland, New Zealand) tells us wha ‘S like: "In New Zealand, like 
America, we have networks. But unlike ABC, NBC, CBS & 

PBS, our networks are owned by the Broadcasting 
Corporation of New Zealand (a statutory public body). & 


The 2 networks are known as Television One and 

Television Two (South Pacific Television). New Zealand 

eroe tae operates on VHF channels 1 through 9 with 

the PAL system of colour and sound transmitted by FN. 

The test patterns used are the ‘Philips PM5544* and ‘SOUTH PACIFIC TELEVISION 
‘BREMA Test Card F', both with full ID for both 

channels. In between every programme on South Pacific Television (TV2) the 
Eye logo has a revolving red centre about a vertical axis and voice over with 
details of the next programmes. The hours of TVi daily are 2400 through to 
1100 GMT (1200 through to 2300 NZST), and on TV2 0300 through to 1100 or 1200 
GMT (1500 through to 2300 or 2400 NZST). TV1 received a reception report this 
year from Mexico. Programming on New Zealand TV is quite mixed. NZ is the 
biggest market for British productions and these are mixed with all the top 
American programmes (apart. from those made by Paramount and Universal, due 
to a repeat (rerun) price dispute), and many of our own productions. Major 
productions you may have seen in the U.S. are the "Pacific Song Contest" 
(TV1) and "Hunters' Gold" (TV2)."

FCC UHF PROBE BUILDS... The FCC has recently begun additional inquiries into UHF 
television engineering with plans to examine virtually all aspects of receiver 

and transmission technology. The aoal of the Commission is improved UHF-TV perform- 
ance; to increase the number of available channel allocations. In addition to study- 
ing ways to improve receiver performance, the Commission will explore such wide reach~ 
ing topics as circular polarization, higher transmitter power and higher antennas, 
low-noise UHF preamps, better receiving antennas, teletext decoders and even stereo 
TV sound. We'll be watching for any actual developments. 


CHEAP FM SELECTIVITY... The January issue of Audio features an interesting article 
entitled "Rimo FM Tuner Filters," by Richard Modaferri. Modaferri, who designed the 
McIntosh MR-78 and the i-f filter it uses, forecasts that the cost of high selectivity 
will soon come down. "When surface-wave integratable filters become available in the 
near future, anyone [manufacturer] will be able to market. an inexpensive FM receiver 
with any amount of selectivity. Plastic portable radios with 100dB adjacent-channel 
selectivity [not alternate channel! should cost no more than present-day sets." That 
figure would top even the exnensive tuners of present day. 


VCR UPDATE... The latest hot rumor is that a totally new generation of hone video 
cassette recorders is already in the prototype stage. The new recorders will use 1/4" 
tape instead of the 1/2" types now used for Beta and VHS. A11 of this will be made 
possible by the use of the 3M developed metal partical (not oxide) tape that has al- 
ready invaded the audio cassette world. The newer machines will be smaller and lower 
oriced than current VCRs. Sony has been very aufet lately and some sources say that 
Sony will be first to intro this new concept. Record/play times should be a minfmun 
of four hours per cassette and stereo audio capability will be avaflable. Best 

Jean toward an announcement in mid to late ‘79, though early ‘80 fs also a possibility. 
Price in US may be under $800... Meanwhile, the long awaited Sony Betamax cassette 
changer fs said to now be in limited national distribution, aimed at omers of the 
early SL-7200... JVC expects to deliver a 3 hour YHS tape in spring '79. That tape 
should give two-speed VHS machines a 6 hour maximum play time. 


CATJ INDEX COVERS 52 ISSUES... CATJ magazine, the most technical of the CATV pubs has 
printed a complete index of all articles to date. CATJ is offering a reprint service, 
with many articles relevant to TV & FM-DXing. For a copy, send $1 to CATJ Librarian, 
Suite 106, 4209 NM 23rd, Oklahome City, OK 73107. A one-year subscriptfon to CAid is 
$10 to WIFDAers in the US. By the way, CATJ promises future construction articles 
(with kits) on a 2.156Hz "simplicity down converter" for MDS and modules to build a 
satellite receiving station. 


NEW SCA SYSTEM FROM McMARTIN... MTFDAer Neil Zank sends us an article from the Omaha 
World-Herald on McMartin Industries. The article quotes company president Ray McMartin 
as saying WcMartin manufactures 80% of the SCA recetyers in the world. According to 
the article, the company has now discovered a method to split SCA into two sepérate 
channels. It was suggested that one channel could be used for Muzak while the second 
could be used for computer data. 


BITS... Bearcat is offering another scanner rebate program. This one runs from 
February 1 to March 31, 1979 and covers both the Bearcat 210 and 250. The rebate on 
these units is $20. Details from your dealer... The February issue of Ham Radio Horizons 
features part | of an article entitled "A Guide to VHF Propagation." The article fs 
intended for hams, but also relates to other VHF-UHF signals... Hamtronics Inc. is 
offering a free 40-page catalog of products including VHF/UHF converters and preamps.

IN SEARCH OF TRENDS, . «The vast spectrum of public service frequencies reflect 

&® growing trend of change. Several factors influence an agency's desire for change. 
» This can take place on any frequency, but it is foremost on lowband VHF. Thie cen 
take place when E-skip probagation or F-2 probagation takes place, sometines to the 
extent of preventing an agency's reception of its own mobile units, but more ofte> 
occurs when mobile unite cannot copy thier other mobile counterparts. 


‘The second most frequent type of probagation occurs on ViF-High Band. Because of 
tropopheric probogation, agencies on the same frequency often experience froméach 
other. On such example is the frequency 156.21. Thie frequency is assigned to a 
number of agencies in Southern New Jersy(otherwise refered to as the South Jeray Net) 
Norfolk, Virginia, and formally Anne Arundel County, Marylend. Anne Arundel County 
(located in Baltimore's Southside) is situated about mid-way between South Jersy and 
Norfolk. Sumaertime tropo opesing, Anne Arundel often recieved unbearable interference 
from both agencies. 


Another interesting affect with highsbanf VHF is cascading, Thie occurs when the input 
of a repeater ia being fed by the output or base frequency of another. One example 

is in the case of Camden, NJ's Fire Department base on 19%-?7 mhz. feeding Howard 
County, MD's base, who's output is on 154.25, It takes a tropo opening for this af- 
fect to occur, but sb. does happen! 


Anne Arundel County found a solution to the problem...change to UHF, A move to UBF 
generally means operating on standard inputs und outputs, eliminating the cascading 
from occuring. .

Like navigation beacons, these propagation béseons are easily identified, 
they automatically identify continuously! Most of these transmitters use un- 
modulated CW (Ai) emissions, although at least one employs PSK (frequency shit 
keying), for which RITY (teletype) gear is required. 

Additionally, there are propagation beacons prerating spore 52 Mis in New 
Zealand and Australia, since 50 MHz is used for televis: broadcasting “down 
under"...we'll run a list of these in a future issue. 

Keep in mind that these beacons are run for the most part by individual 
amateurs for propagation research, and may have erratic schedules. Some of th 
@bove beacons may have changed frequency by the time this appears in print, so 
listen for them by callsign, rather than relying primarily on frequency! 

Amateur radio operators listen for these tranamitters to determine if the 
band is "open", so whenever you hear one of these signals, you can expect the 
lower part of the 6-meter band to fill up with the SSB transmissions used by 
the many avid DX-chasers who frequent the area just above 50.1 MHs.
